Reservoir 
required for 
Limerick plant

After hemming and hawing 
for more than five years, the 
Delaware 
River Basin Com­ 
m ission 
T hursday 
ordered 
Philadelphia Electric Co. to find 
a site and build a reservoir for 
its 
Limerick 
nuclear* power 
plant. 
The $1.4 billion plant, now 
under 
c o n str u c tio n 
and 
scheduled 
for 
completion 
in 
1984, will consume 44 million 
gallons of water a day — more 
water than is used dally by 
Pottstown and Reading com­ 
bined. 
Water has been the utility’s 
number one problem since it 


announced its plans forLimerick 
in 1969. The utility began con­ 
struction of the plant in 1970, 
even though it did not have of­ 
ficial assurances from the ap­ 
propriate government agencies 
tnat water would be available. 
PE 
engineers 
originally 
planned to use w ater from both 
the Schuylkill 
and 
Delaware 
Rivers for the plant. But the 
rejection of the proposed Tocks 
Island Dam on the Delaware in 
1975 meant there would not be 
enough water in the rivers. 
The DRBC’s order Thursday 
is official recognition of that 
fact. But the agency’s delay in 
making that decision allowed 
PE attorneys to argue before the 


N u c le a r 
R egulatory 
Com­ 
mission that a reservoir might 
not ever be needed. The nuclear 
commission approved the plant 
in 1974 and the U. S. District 
Court of Appeals upheld that 
decision in 1975. 
Arguing before the courts* the 
PE attorneys claimed the utility 
would shut down the power plant 
w h en ev er 
w ater 
w as 
not 
available from the two rivers. In 
this way, PE would not need to 
build the reservoir. 
If PE attorneys had conceded 
before the courts that a reser­ 
voir would have to be con­ 
structed, the utility might have 
been required to perform en­ 
vironm ental 
studies 
on 
the 


im pact of the reservoir. That, in 
turn, would have delayed ap­ 
proval of the plant. 
The attorneys argued that the 
plant's completion was vital to 
m eet 
the growing 
need for 
electricity. After the plant was 
approved, however, PE delayed 
the 
plant's completion 
more 
than four years because the 
projected demand for electricity 
in the 1960s had dropped. 
Theoretically, the reservoir 
could 
be constructed 
almost 
anywhere along the Schuylkill 
or Delaware Rivers. 
PE revealed a $50,000 study in 
1973 
which 
recom m ended 
placing one or more reservoirs

Following years of planning 
and 
months of feuding, the 
Pennsylvania 
State 
P olice 
announced Thursday they are 
moving into the barracks built 
by Stanley L. Schlichter on 
Route 422 in Limerick Township. 
“We’ve been in and out and up 
and down, and it has been a 
grand pain,” said James Cox, 
spokesman for the state police. 
But Cox was referring only to 
the 
sta te's 
peripheral 
in­ 
volvement in the political back­ 
biting that apparently ended 
with 
an 
inspection 
of 
the 
building Wednesday. Today is 
the deadline for completion, 
according to Schlichter's two- 
year lease with the state. 


Had Schlichter not met the 
deadline, the police would have 
been entitled to cancel the lease 
and 
remain 
in 
the 
Boyer 
Elementary School in Upper 
Providence Township. 
In any case, two years from 
now the police intend to move to 
a new barracks on state owned 
land at the State Correctional 
Institution at Graterford. 
The most recent in a train of 
controversies that threatened to 
end Schlichter’s status as lan­ 
dlord was the revelation that he 
was building without a permit. 
That 
detail 
was 
finally 
resolved, but not until Wed­ 
nesday, the day LI. Raymond 
Rish of the state police arrived 
from Harrisburg to inspect the 
barracks.. 


Lt. Rish gave his approval to 
the building, which was com­ 
plete down 
to 
the keystone 
emblem on the tiie threshhold, 
the lush turf and the walk lights. 
Although the building is of­ 
ficially ready for occupancy. 
Cox said the police will not move 
in until the middle of November. 
He cited “logistical reasons." 
The 
communication 
system 
must be switched over from the 
present building and that will 
hold things up, he said. 
The confusion and turmoil, 
which climaxed in August, had 
been brewing since 1971. That 
year the

police hired

Philadelphia architectural firm, 
to design a barracks. Over the 
years the site of the building was 


shifted back and forth from 
Limerick to Skippack Township.

His involvement in, the 
conn m, unity led him to politics 
and was one of the few 
Republicans ever to win a seat 
from the "strong” former 
Democratic fourth ward. It 
currently is Second Ward, 
Second Precinct. 
Mr. Ottaviano, a son of the 
late James V. and Olympia 
(DelFonso) Ottaviano, was a 
foreman for Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. for 48 years until his 
retirement in 1961. 
Through the years Maria 
Assunta Lodge has grown from 
a small group of 51 charter 
members meeting in a little 
home converted into a social 
quarters, to a spacious building 
at 371 Cherry St. 
With the death of Mr. Ot­ 
taviano. there are only two 
living charter members. They 
are Panfilo Cimino, 377 South St. 
and Angelo Montrose, 410 
Cherry St. 
The establishment of Maria 
Assunta Lodge began when Mr. 
Ottaviano made a motion in 1926 
to break away from the national 
organization and form an in­ 
dependent lodge. 
Being elected its president in 
1933, he held the post for the next 
20 years. 
.During his reign, in his first 
year of .service, the lodge built 
bocee alleys and entered bocce 
leagues. 
His leadership took him 
through the Depression years, 
as well as the post-war era. 
In September, 1950. the new 
building was completed and a 
new era in the history of the 
lodge was dawning. 
Two years later in November, 
1952, Mr. Ottaviano announced 
he was retiring from his duties 
as president, and believed it was 
time for the young people to take 
over the responsibilities of 
running the organization. 
Because of his diligent and 
faithful service to the lodge 
throughout the 20 years, he was 
honored with a testimonial

Sickness means pain and for too many 
Am ericans today the sharpest pangs are 
being felt in the pocketbook. 
This conies as no secret to anyone who has 
had extended visits to 
a 
physician, 
a 
prolonged hospital stay, or undergone ex­ 
tensive laboratory examinations. A com­ 
bination of those services cost Americans 
$118.5 billion last year, a 300 per cent in­ 
crease in 10 years. 
The U.S. Public Health Service wants to 
slow the course of that steam roller and a 
proposed five-year National Health Care 
Plan m akes two principal recommendations. 
Both should be pursued: with diligence. 
F irst 
is 
the 
problem 
of 
m edical 
m alpractice, the single largest factor in 
rising health care costs. Government bodies 
throughout the nation have failed to address 
this subject squarely, essentially because 
they have been too sensitive to pressures of 
diverse interests within the medical, legal 
and insurance professions. 
To achieve the five-year goalsof making a 
significant reduction in the cost of care, the 
m alpractice situation m ust be addressed as a 
priority issue. Meshed with it is the need for 
extensive revision of service charges in 
Medicare and Medicaid program s. This is a 
sizable portion of the national health care 
expenses because Medicare recipients alone 
now num ber more than 24 million persons. 
Remedies for these problems are needed 
soon if costs are to be kept in anything ap­ 
proaching reasonable bounds. But equal 
consideration should also be given to another 
Public Health Service appeal for more ex­ 
panded 
use of preventive 
health 
care 
program s. The theory is simple: Better in­ 
dividual health care practices which prevent 
illness can significantly reduce medical 
costs. The American people must use the full 
capabilities 
of our 
advanced 
m edical 
technology. Stronger em phasis also should 
be placed on antismoking programs, drug 
abuse laws, alcoholism, physical fitness, 
nutrition and mental health services. Im­ 
munization techniques for communicable 
diseases can be better utilized. Stronger 
efforts can also be made to control ravages of 
the environment which affect individual 
well-being such as air, noise and water 
pollution.

A BUMP on the head, admired by one of 
the nation’s most astute merchandisers, got 
a job for a Pottstonian on a day he described 
as one of the strangest in his life. 
Earl J. Reidenouer was the man whose 
head configuration earned him a position 
with the merchant prince. Reidenouer is an 
83-yea.r-old who’s still lit business here. 
W. T, Grant was the business giant, who 
found Reidenouer’s skull to his liking. Grant 
was William Thomas Grant, who never used 
his full name. He founded his department 
store dynasty in 1900 and had 1,190 stores 
when he died at 96 in 1972. 
The Grant empire had three stores in the 
Pottstown area. It went bankrupt a year ago. 
Grant, had stores in 43 states with annual 
sales of $1.5 billion.

GRANT had several idiosyncrasies, one of 
which was his firm belief in phrenology — a 
pseudo-science that entailed a study of the 
relationship between skull contours and 
personality characteristics. 
Phrenology was known in ancient cultures, 
but given little credence in scientific circles 
uuii a Germ,an physician,. Dr. Frantz Joseph 
Gall, revived the fad in the 19th. century. 
Gall popularized this myth when he said 
the mind could be analyzed into a number of 
discrete faculties, such as cautiousness and 
spirituality. Gall explained each faculty was 
located in a specific part of the brain, and 
that bumps and depressions on the skull 
represented their degree of development. 
Interest and belief spread like wildfire and 
phrenology became a, social must during the 
early 1900s. It became a social requirement 
among the fashionable and wealthy to have 
the head “read” and “fortunes” told.

* 
THE POTTSTOWN youth, a few years out 
of high school and on the stepstone to his first 
big job and fame and fortune, didn’t know 
anything .about phrenology or G rant’s ec- 
centricies when he was recommended to the 
New York merchant. The recommendation 
cam e from a Potttstonian who was with 
Grant for 10 years. 
/So Reidenouer went to New York 61 years 
ago today (October 1, 1915) on his Horatio 
Alger-like odyssey. He was to have an in­ 
terview and examination. The one-hour 
«w ritten quiz was not. too difficult; he passed 
easily. There was no physical exam, in,at ion. 
But the merchant came into the room and 
asked Reidenouer to go for a walk with him. 
Reidenouer thought it odd that a busy man 
(Grant had eight to ten stores then) should 
take this personal interest.

walked 
two 
blocks 
to

building,** Reidenouer recalled, “ Then an 
elevator took us to the 12th floor and we 
entered a suite that looked like a doctor’s. Or 
a dentist's. 1 sat in what looked like a den­ 
tist’s chair.”

Reidenouer’s head for a half hour, frequently 
referring to a chart. He outlined something 
on the chart, passed it to Grant. After a five-

THAT WAS the beginning of a two-year 
stay with the Grant chain. The Grant en­ 
terprise in those days was confined mostly to 
New England states. Grant opened his first 
store on Lynn, Mass. 
So Reidenouer was sent to the Bridgeport, 
Conn. store,where he learned the business 
“ from the bottom,” from, shipping clerk to 
stock room man, to manager of a basement 
departm ent, to window trim m er, to main 
floor 
manager 
of 
six 
departm ents. 
Reidenouer earned all of $20 a week in the top 
job. Once a week he worked until 4 a.m. to get 
“specials” in the windows for “the big sale” 
the following day. 
Reidenouer didn’t mind the work, but he 
had difficulty abiding with another of Grant’s 
eccentricities. This was a dictum that clerks 
were forbidden to “ date” girl employes of 
the store.

Reidenouer 
resigned to go with the American Hardware 
company in Bridgeport. He stayed only a 
short time, returning to Pottstown in 1923 to 
take over his father’s hardware business at 
King and Charlotte streets, 
Reidenouer’s wandering days were ended.

I continue to receive letters 
from all over the world from 
readers asking me if I know of 
others 
sharing 
sim ilar 
ESP 
experiences to theirs. I sense in 
these letters a silent plea for 
com passion and understanding, 
and above all a reassurance that 
they are not alone. There is no 
question 
in 
my 
m ind 
that 
psychic experiences are hap­ 
pening many tim es a day to 
m any 
'people throughout 
the 
world. The main problem seems 
to be that they have been afraid 
to talk about their experiences 
to their families and friends 
close to them. They fear rid- 
dicule, or at the least an ac­ 
cusation that they have taken 
leave of their senses. 
It is easy for me to personally 
reassu re these people that they 
a re not alone, but I realize that 
this Is not going to be enough to 
m ake them feel com fortable. We 
are in the age of science, and 
m ost of us want hard scientific 
docum entation 
to 
back 
up 
opinions. 
F o rtu n a te ly , 
a 
v e ry 
in­ 
teresting survey has recently 


been 
com pleted by 
E rlendur 
H araldsson. of the U niversity of 
Iceland which reveals in cold 
statistical term s just 
how a 
large 
cross 
section 
of 
this 
c o u n try 
has 
gone 
th rough 
p aranorm al experiences of one 
kind or another. 


T h e 
re s u lts 
a re 
w o rth 
knowing. 
Taking 
a 
random 
sam ple of 1,157 persons from the 
age of 3*1 to 70 from the National 
R e g is try 
of 
his 
c o u n try , 
H araldsson quizzed his coun­ 
trym en 
on 
dream s, 
psychic 
experiences, visits to m edium s, 
attitudes toward the possibility 
of life after death, and other 
factors. 
By coincidence, he learned 
that a sim ilar survey was being 
conducted in the United States 
by John Palm er, of C harlot­ 
tesville, Va. As a result the two 
surveys were able to be com- 
p a r e d . 
A l t h o u g h 
t h e 
question a ires in the two coun­ 
tries w ere somewhat different, 
there w ere enough sim ilarities 
to 
m ake 
valid 
com parisons 
which reflect a picture that is 


reassu rin g to those who worry 
about being oddball just because 
they have a psychic experience. 
F or 
instance, 
nearly 
two- 
thirds (64 per cent) of the people 
responding to the questionaire 
indicated that they had some 
kind of psychic experience 
in 
their lifetim es. This result is nol 
too fa r off from several U.S. 
surveys in Ihe mid-1970s which 
showed that nearly 60 p er cent of 
A m ericans believed the sam e 
thing. 
Of various types of psychic 
ex p erien ces 
in 
the 
Iceland 
survey, psychic d rea m s were 
the m ost common, with 56 per 
cent of those responding to the 
questionaire claim ing such an 
experience. Palm er’s survey in 
the U.S. happened to com e out to 
exactly the same percentage. 


The 
second 
most 
common 
psychic 
experience 
was 
the 
reappearance of the dead in the 
form of apparitions, or ghosts if 
you want to call them that. Just 
over 30 per cent of the Icelan­ 
ders claim ed this experience, 
which w as considerably above 


th e 10 per cent of those in the 
U nited States who encountered

s a m e 
p h e n o m e n o n . 
P o lte rg e is t 
a c tiv ity , 
those 
stran g e events where objects 
and furniture move or fly across 
a room , however, seem to be 
encountered about equally in 
Iceland and the U.S., with 8 per 
cent reporting such experiences. 
Out-of-body experiences are 
those where a person believes 
that he has left his own body and 
gone to observe distant events 
(so m e of them later confirmed 
by o th ers). Here, the United 
S tates seem s to be considerably 
higher than Iceland on a 17-to-8 
per cent basis.

question of life after death is 
concerned, 40 per cent of the 
Ic e la n d 
re sp o n d e n ts 
w ere 
convinced this was true, com ­ 
pared to 34 per cent in the United 
S tates. Only 7 per cent of the 
Icelanders considered life after 
d eath impossible or unlikely, 
com pared to 23 per cent in the 
U.S. 
Of all the people responding to 
the questionaire in Iceland, none

probable or certain. 


The im portance of the results 
of these surveys seem s to be 
obvious. They add up to a clear 
indication that there is a definite 
shift in the point of view of the 
general public toward the whole 
paranorm al field. They seem to 
answ er the readers who have 
been 
hoping for reassurance 
about their own experiences. 
How can it be abnorm al when 
n e a rly 
tw o -th ird s 
of 
th e 
population 
of 
two 
different 
countries 
claim 
to 
have 
a 
psychic 
experience 
of 
some 
so rt? If anything is to be con­ 
sidered abnorm al, it should be 
found in the m inority of people 
who have not had such an ex­ 
perience. Yet there are still 
doubts 
and 
m istrust

m any who will probably not be 
able to change their own points

— and som e not even then.

(L ast of a three part, scries.) 
If you are among; the millions 
of A m ericans who buy and sell 
stocks or bonds, you know that if 
you held the securities more 
than six months, you have had a 
long-term capital gain (only half 
of which is tax ed ) or loss (only 
half of which is deductible). On 
the other hand, you know that 
selling your securities within six 
m onths has given you short­ 
term gain (taxed in full like' 
ordinary incom e) or loss (a ll of 
which is deductible).. 
But now the 76 Tax Reform 
Act may force an im portant 
change in your tax strategies. 
For the dividing line between 
short-term 
and 
long-term 
is 
being 
lengthened. 
On 
sales 
m ade in 1977. the dividing line 
wjjl be nine months (even if you 


bought your stocks or bonds 
before 1977), and from 1978 on 
the dividing line 
will be 
12 
m onths (even if you bought your 
securities well before 1978). 
The longer holding period will 
apply, of course, to any capital 
assets you sell. The general 
im pact of this change in the law 
will be* to encourage you to hold 
your property longer so you can 
qualify for the valuable long- 
term lax benefit of having only 
half your profits on sales in­ 
cluded in your ordinary income. 
The 
"76 
Reform 
Act 
also 
liberalizes the tax benefits you 
can get from your net capital 
losses. As of now, if all your 
sales transactions wind up with

capital loss,

deduct only that net loss up to 
$U0()0 of your ordinary income. 


U nder the 7 6 Tax Reform Act, 
the am ount of income against 
which you can deduct capital 
losses will be raised to $2,(MX) in 
1977 and to $3,(MM) in 1978 and 
th ereafter. 
You will get the benefit of 
these higher deduction limits 
even if your net capital loss 
deduction results from capital 
carry-overs from previous years 
ra th e r than from sales m ade in 
the cu rren t taxable years. 


You m ust reconsider your 7 6 
y e a r-e n d 
tax

for

because of these changes. To 
illustrate: 
Say you bought stock in the 
first week of June 1976 on which 
you will have a profit in mid- 
D ecem ber ’76.

Few people car» remember a 
fire 
which 
destroyed 
18,000 
buildings and property valued at 
$190 
million, 
leaving 90,000 
persons homeless. 
It happened 105 years ago. 
Yet, Fire Prevention Week, 
which grew out of the Great 
Chicago Fire, Oct. 8, 1871, is a 
reminder 
of 
the 
American 
catastrophe that could happen 
again. 
In 
Pottstown, 
as 
well 
as 
thousands of towns throughout 
the country, Fire Prevention 
Week represents an opportunity 
for people to visit their local 
firehouses any tim e of the day or 
evening to see the equipment 
and talk to the volunteers who 
spend countless hours protec­ 
ting property. 
Fire Prevention Week runs 
from. 
3 through Oct. 9. It has 
been set aside this year to 
remind 
persons 
that family 
dw ellings 
have 
been 
p ar­ 
ticularly susceptible to fire, and 
have been the scene of more 
than half the deaths in this 
country. 
“ It’s to rem ind us there is 
something 
everyone can 
do 
about fires in the home.” said 
Pottstown Fire Chief Richard 
Moser. 
“ An 
installation 
of 
fire 
detectors in a home is a good 
investment,” the veteran of 47 
years service to the community 
said. “Hits year alone they’ve 
saved more than 7,000 lives in 
area homes along the West 
Coast.” 
The chief explained there are 
two types of 
fire detectors 
available for the home: heat 
detectors and smoke detectors. 
“ I’m not making any plugs for 
any 
brand, 
but 
the smoke 
detectors 
approved 
by 
the 
Underwriters Laboratories, are 
a person’s best bet in preventing 
a fire.” 
Smoke detectors are designed 
to sense the presence of smoke 
particles in the atmosphere, the 
ch ief 
said. 
“ Many 
large' 
buildings like 
the Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center have 
them installed. They work just 
as well in the average home' in 
detecting smouldering fires in 
the early stages." 
Moser, who has been chief for 
14 years, said when an abnormal 
quantitiy of smoke is sensed, a

While usually all electrical 
appliances purchased for the 
home are safe, too many of the 
units on one line can overload it 
and cause a fire, he added. 
“ When a person has not ex­ 
perienced' a fire,” the chief said, 
“ there is a tendancy to be 
careless.” 
‘"There It the attitude ‘It can’t 
happen to me’ yet statistics 
show it can - most residents 
aren't prepared.” 
The chief suggested every 
home be equipped with at least 
one fire extinguisher of the type 
which can be used for any fire, 
and that all occupants of the 
home be shown how to use it. 
“ A little time spent during 
Fire Prevention Week, showing 
kids how to leave a burning 
home could spell the difference 
b e t w e e n

Money is main problem 


Iteresl in the dreams of a 
sparkling, placid mall along 
Bridge Street has waned among 
merchants outside 
the 
core 
between Main and Gay streets, 
according to Jack Mickievicz, 
the merchant who rallied more 
than two dozen others a few 
months ago for reform of un­ 
popular high prices and low 
quality in stores. 
Within 
the 
core, 
Robert 
Dellaquilla, 
second 
largest 
property owner in 
Phoenix- 
ville’s downtown, said the tax 
assessment district is far too 
expensive for him. 
The 
Downtown 
Advisory 
Committee 
has 
battled 
for 
months to win support for the 
idea of a mercantile assessment 
to 
finance 
half the 
initial 
reconstruction plan. 
Richard Stevens, chairman of 
the committee, worked toward 
the target 51 per cent support 
and created controversy from 


merchants who misunderstood 
or disliked the idea. 
Now, said Stevens, the need is 
not 51 per cent. By law, the 
committee need only present the 
plan to council with assurances 
51 per cent of the merchants, at 
least, won’t oppose the idea. 
“Those 
people who 
were 
undecided or against ft, and 
were 
outside the proposed 
district in the first place, are no 
longer interested, now that they 
know it isn’t going to cost them 
anything. ” said Mickievicz. 
And 
while 
Dellaquilla 
ex­ 
plained 
he 
favors the 
im­ 
provements, he doesn’t like the 
idea of paying for so much of 
them. 
*"I 
had 
my 
assessm ent 
lowered, but it is still four times 
higher than most," he said. 
"The merchants who are for it 
have five or six thousand dollar

wanting it. If I only had to pay a 
couple of dollars a month for 20 
years. I would go for it too." 
The committee, said Stevens, 
is “moving on. We will have a 
meeting Thursday, to settle any 
unresolved problems.” 
One 
unresolved 
problem 
which plagues Mickievicz is the 
complaints he heard from some 
citizens, that downtown mer­ 
chants' prices are too high and 
their merchandise too limited. 


“There was no serious interest 
with the merchants.” he said. 
“It is right back to their usual 
apathy. The people of this town 
are direct, and that is good, but 
the businessmen seem to be of a 
different nature. Most of the 
businessmen don't even live in 
this town.” 
Something should be done, 
said Dellaquilla. but the tax­ 
payers should at least help. “I 
spent a quarter of a million 
dollars fixing my building, and 
they don't have to spend money 
to fix up their streets. Everyone 
seems to think the merchants 
are making a ton of money.” 


To Mickievicz, the problem is 
the merchants seem to think the 
people 
in 
Phoenixville 
are 
making a ton of money. "The 
small businessmen feel they 
cannot compete with the large 
shopping center stores, and they 
are not even willing to try. A 
thousand towns in Pennsylvania 


have already collapsed, because 
they haven’t catered to their 
clientel. And in Phoenixville 
they cater to the upper class 
minority.” 
One of the loose ends Stevens 
would like to tie up is whether 
Phoenixville 
can 
get 
some 
federal Public Works money for 
the downtown, although the bill 
is not yet law and downtown is 
fourth on the borough’s list of 
priorities. 
And that, said Dellaquilla, is 
the only solution. "We had to 
spend another $28,000 to get the 
plan 
submitted,” 
he 
said, 
referring to the money council 
approved 
to 
hire 
Planners 
Laurence Alexander & Co., for 
the designs, “but if that could 
get us 100 per cent financing, 
then it would be perfect. ” 


Once the first improvement 
sod is turned, said Mickievicz, 
the merchants will probably fall 
in line and like it, like, he said, 
“a herd of cattle.” With the push 
of the committee and a few 
pennies from the government, 
Phoenixville could have a new 
downtown before the merchants 
realized it. 


And the rest, apparently, is 
supposed to come from the good 
borough fairy, since neither the 
merchants, the borough, nor the 
taxpayers want to pay to have 
their streets lined with brick.

He said he accepts

Carter w as campaigning in 
the Northeast Met at the Buf­ 
falo, N.V., airport by pickets 
calling for an accounting of

Southeast Asia, he pledged to try 
as president to send a delegation 
to Vietnam, Laos and Cam ­ 
bodia. 
The 
Democratic candidate 
said such a delegation would try 
to determine what happened to 
the 795 U.S. servicemen the 
Pentagon says are still unac­ 
counted for in the Vietnam war. 
Carter gave no specifics about 
the size or 
makeup of the 
delegation. 
Both vice presidential can­ 
didates, Dem ocrat Walter F. 
Móndale and Republican Bob 
Dole, 
cam paigned in 
Penn­ 
sy lv a n ia . 
T hen 
M óndale 
returned to 
Washington and 
Dole headed for appearances in 
Baltimore. 
Carter had challenged the 
President to submit to questions 
from reporters about an in­

Ruff, reportedly into whether 
Ford converted political con­ 
tributions to his own use when he 
was in Congress. 
The Securities and Exchange

Cameron reported on his work 
recently at the annual meeting 
of the National Federation of 
Catholic Physicians’ Guilds in 
Oak Brook, III. He elaborated in 
a telephone interview . 
Cam eron said an estim ated 20 
million persons in the United 
States 
have "participated 
in 
killing 
humans 
in 
various 
contexts." 
"Their attitudes toward life 
cannot help but influence our 
society in a death ward direc­ 
tion," he said. "Part of the 
lethal trend toward death is the 
growing power of the military 
mind in our society." 


Returning military personnel 
do not, as Americans tend to 
think, just come home and "eat 
apples, 
bake 
pies, 
have 
children," Cameron said. They 
return with a different, more 
lethal view toward life, he said, 
and this Is passed on to their 
children. 


The experience of killing not 
only affects the willingness to 
kill 
again but also attitudes 
toward the value of human life, 
he said. The surveys indicated 
that those who had killed or tried 
to kill were only about half as 
inclined as nonkillers to con­ 
tinue life support measures for 
gravely ill persons, especially 
the aged, he said.

Western movies 
fall on hard times 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Lo 
the poor western — is it headed 
for the last roundup? Or will It 
rise from the campfire ashes 
and regain its place as a unique 
American art form? 
There can be no doubt that the 
movie western has fallen on bad 
times. Evidence can be found in 
the 
failure 
of 
two 
major 
productions now in release, and 
another that was withdrawn this 
summer 
after 
disappointing 
results. 
In 
Variety’s 
list 
of 
the 
moneymaking 
films of 1975, 
nary a western placed in the top 
45. Losers included "Bite the 
Bullet," with Gene Hackman 
and 
Candice 
Bergen: 
John 
Wayne and Katherine Hepburn 
in "Rooster Cogburn," and "The 
Master Gunfighter," from the 
organization that made "Billy 
Jack.” 
No 
western 
has 
achieved 
blockbuster status since "Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid” 
in 1969. 
C onsider 
th is 
se a so n ’s 
wreckage. 
His fans hoped that in "Buf­ 
falo 
Bill 
and 
the 
Indians," 
Robert Altman would do for 
western history what he did for 
army 
life 
in 
"MASH” 
and 
country music in "Nashville.” 
But 
the 
finished 
product 
prompted 
heated 
arguments 
betw een 
the 
d irector 
and 
producer Dino DiLaurentiis and: 
got Altman fired as director of 
‘‘R agtim e.” 
D espite 
Paul 
Newman 
and 
a 
few 
good 
reviews, 
"Buffalo Bill" was 
scalped at the box-office. 
"The Missouri Breaks" held 
the high promise of an acting 
duel between Marlon Brando 
and Jack Nicholson under the 
astute direction of Arthur Penn 
("Bonnie and Clyde," "Little 
Big Man” ). Obviously worried 
about the film’s chances. United 
Artists spent S3 million on pre­ 
release publicity. Rentals are 
expected to be $12 million, but 
"Missouri 
Breaks" cost $8.6 
million to make, including about 


$2.5 million In salaries to the 
stars. Result: a deficit. Because 
of the expenses of distribution 
and 
normal 
advertising, 
a 
movie's revenue must be at 
least be double its pre-release 
cost to show a profit. 
"It’s not hard to see why those 
two 
films 
failed," 
observes 
Charlton 
Heston. 
"Negative 
films on any subject will always 
fail. The audience wants to see 
something positive." 


Heston 
him self 
has 
been 
caught in the western slump. His 
20th Century-Fox film, "The 
Last Hard Men," was with­ 
drawn from distribution during 
the summer. Said the actor: 
"Results 'of a Texas release 
were disappointing. Then for 
some inexplicable reason it was 
opened 
in 
New 
York 
City 
without paid advertising. Un­ 
derstandably the showing was 
not impressive. 
Now Fox is 
mulling 
the 
proper way 
to 
present the film ." 


Other 
d isap p oin tm en ts: 
“ Breakheart 
P a ss,” 
with 
Charles Bronson; "The Great 
Scout and Cathouse Thursday," 
with Lee Maiwin; “The Dut­ 
chess and the Dirtwater Fox," 
with George Segal and Goldie 
Hawn. The only western to make 
money in today’s market has 
been Clint 
Eastwood’s "The 
Outlaw, Josey W ales." 


The 
downward 
trend 
has 
prompted the western’s critics 
to launch attacks.

called negative supporters and 
appeal to positive ones. 
“ I am tired of the Gay Street 
quarterbacks who, if they knew 
as much about their business as 
they know about mine, would be 
on Wall Street instead of Gay 
Street,"1 he said.
